Col. James Assigned To English Base 

Fresh from a Pentagon tour of duty, Lt. Col. 
Daniel (Chappie) James was named to head a crack 
advanced jet squadron at Bentwaters, England, be- 
ginning August 15, it was disclosed in Washington. 

The assignment of the ranking Negro Air Force 
pilot marks the first placement of a Negro as squad- 
ron leader in England. At the base which utilizes the 
fastest jet planes, Col. James will supervise a regular 
unit as “a flying commander.” The base is con- 
sidered one of the most important in the European 
theater. 

Meanwhile, the Pentagon flew Robert Hill, son of 
Air Force Sgt. Henry Hill, for his second mission to 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer’s hospital in French Equa- 
torial Africa to deliver 9,000 pounds of medicine. 
The medicine was donated by firms after the youth’s 
recent trip to the U. S. to receive a White House 
award for sparking a campaign in Italy to help the 
hospital. His father is assigned to a base near Naples. 
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Chicago Shoe Shine Boy. 10. Nixon Make History 


A small Chicago businessman, 10- 
year-old Leon Thompson, broke 
through the tight security of the 
secret service and entered the pri- 
vate quarters of Vice-President 
Richard Nixon to: 1) sell him a shoe 
shine; 2) give his approval of Nix- 
on’s job performance, and 3) keep 
party leaders waiting during his 
~ man-to-man talk. Leon’s receipts 
L. Thompson showed $1 Nixon paid for the shoe 
shine and $100 NBC-TV paid him to talk about the 
dollar he earned. The Thompson-Nixon conference 
contained the following exchanges: 

On national defense Thompson told Nixon: “I 
want to be a soldier (when I grow up) to fight for 
my country.” Replied Nixon: “If we keep this coun- 
try so boys like you want to fight for it, we’ll have a 
good country.” 

On efficiency: Nixon, surveying his shoe shine ob- 
served: “You’re quite an expert.” Reminded Thomp- 
son: “You do pretty good too.” 

On subversion: Thompson assured Nixon: “No one 
is going to take over this country.” 

On education: Nixon asked Thompson if he went 
to school, Thompson answered: “Yes, do you?” 
Nixon said he had completed his education, but was 
admonished by Thompson: “You should go to a 
man’s school, and don’t give it up.”

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Busy Tom Mboya Meets Ronmaiy And The Press 

Seeking expanded aid to a 
African students, 30-year- 
old Kenya labor leader Tom 
Mboya arrived in the U. S. 
last week, spent two hours 
discussing African affairs 
with Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee John F. Ken- 
nedy at the solon’s Hyan- 
nisport, Mass., home and 
held a press conference on Kennedy with Mboya. 
South Africa. Mboya told newsmen that when his coun- 
try receives its independence, no later than January, the 
new nation will close its airports to South African aircraft 
because of the government’s extreme racial policies. “I 
think a lot more should be done by countries like England 
and the U.S., who talk a lot about human rights,’”’ Mboya 
said, adding: “As soon as we are in a position to determine 
policy we will impose economic sanctions agaiant South 
Africa.”

NIXON. LODGE ON GOP TICKET 


After drafting a strong civil rights plank and nominat- 
ing two liberal presidential candidates, Republican lead- 
ers and delegates adjourned a spirited Chicago conven- 
tion to prepare for a close vote battle in the fall. The 
nominees: Vice President Richard M. Nixon and UN Am- 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge. The plank: a three page 
civil rights statement calling for non-discrimination in 
employment, housing and broader opportunities in voting. 

Accepting the party’s bid as the chief standard bearer 
at the convention’s closing session, a determined Vice 
President Nixon, although making foreign affairs his ma- 
jor campaign issue, pledged to further progress on human 
rights so “a world four fifths non-white will recognize the 
existence of justice in America.” 

For civil righters, 10,000 of whom walked two miles in 
the largest “Freedom Now” march ever held, and even for 
Nixon himself, the convention ended on a note of triumph 
—after a disturbing setback. When the convention’s plat- 
form committee unexpectedly recommended a “moderate” 
civil rights plank, Nixon threatened a floor fight for a 
strong plank, a necessity he said for him as a nominee. 
Flying to Chicago, the Vice President cancelled the usual 
“politicking” to line up strength, and together with N. Y. 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, spurred the committee to recon- 
sider its civil rights proposal. The result: a reworked but 
much stronger plank. 

One of the little mentioned accomplishments—support 
of a law to end literacy tests for voting in the South— 
could touch off a new Congressional drive. The GOPers’ 
approach a U. S. law permitting all citizens with a sixth 
grade education to vote. 

At the convention’s lowest civil rights ebb, the Big Three 
(Roy Wilkins, A. Philip Randolph and Rev. M. L. King 
Jz.) led a three-block-long “Freedom Now” demonstration, 
later presented to confab-picked representative N. Y. Sen. 
Kenneth Keating, demands for a strong civil rights stand. 

Concluding the history-making march, through slums 
and mixed neighborhoods alike, NAACPer Wilkins pre 
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WITH STRONG RIGHTS PLANK 


sented Sen. Keating a message which ended: “this crowd of 
10,000 wishes you to move aggressively and affirmatively 
on the civil rights question.” While the youngest march 
leader, 9-year-old Henry Gaddis, stood beside him, popu- 
lar Rev. King intoned: “Walk together children, don’t you 
get weary.” This action—along with the nightly vigil of 
some 700 Negro and white college students on the outside 
of the amphitheater—kept alive civil rights during a 
crucial period. 

Meanwhile, within the convention machinery, Atty. J. 
Flipper Derricotte survived two sleepless nights as the sole 
Negro member of the platform committee. “It was worth 
it,” said the Washington lawyer. “We have a platform to 
win.” While the Nixon-led civil rights drive dominated the 
headlines, the GOPers quietly set a new integration pat- 
tern in American politics. For the first time, a Negro 
(White House aide E. Frederic Morrow) was a conferee in 
a secret VIP session to select a vice presidential candidate. 
Earlier, Morrow, in a highlight convention speech as a 
tribute to Ike declared: “Exactly 100 years ago this sum- 
mer, my grandfather was a slave. Today, I stand as a 
trusted assistant of the President of the U. S.”

Negro Scouts Join In 5th Jamboree Celebration 

Camped on the rolling hills of Colorado beneath bald- 
headed Pikes Peak, 55,600 boy scouts (including some 300 
Negroes) from 38 nations daily splashed their eyes open 
with cold water piped into the 2,000-acre camp, cooked 
over hot coals, marched and played in the hot (90 degrees) 
sun and slept on the ground during the cool (55 degrees) 
night. The Boy Scouts of America’s Fifth Jamboree and 
50th Anniversary celebration was in session. Down in the 
southern section, scouts from the all-Negro troop No. 65 
of the Georgia-Alabama Council camped between their 
white counterparts, played with such enthusiasm and race 
unconsciousness that Negro Scoutmaster R. A. Sewell re- 
marked: “Sometimes you don’t know which boy belongs 
to which camp.”

Charges of trespassing were dismissed against 10 
Negroes, including two ministers, who took part in anti- 
segregation demonstrations at the Petersburg (Va.) Public 
Library, March 7. 
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Charlotte, N. C., Swimming Pool Admits 3 Negroes 

Three unidentified girls were admitted to previously 
all-white, city-owned Revolution Park swimming pool (the 
first integration of its kind in the state), adjacent to the 
city-owned golf course which was integrated two years ago, 
in Charlotte, N. C. The girls swam for about 45 minutes 
without incident. Joseph W. Grier Jr., chairman of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, said that the pools will 
remain open so long as there is no discrder. 
Name Toledoan Urban Renewal Appraiser 

In Toledo, Ohio, former Sheriff’s Deputy Arnold Finch 
was named real estate appraiser for the city’s urban re- 
newal agency, and became the first Negro to be named to 
the post. 
Paint And Tar Spattered On Negroes’ New Home 

The James W. Lyons family, owners of a $14,000 five- 
room home in an all white Cleveland, Ohio, residential 
area, found the bungalow blue paint and tar splattered 
when they moved in, and several houses were hurriedly 
placed up for sale. Lyons insisted however: “But most 
of the people are friendly.”

CONVENTION REPORT: 
HOW NEGRO VOTE CAN 


On a hot June day, Democratic Presidential hopeful 
Sen. John F. Kennedy flew to New York City on a head- 
line-making mission. For the first time in U. S. politics, a 
Presidential contender went out of the way to woo a Negro 
—Rep. Adam Clayton Powell, king maker of Harlem’s stra- 
tegic vote which could deliver victory to either party. 

A shrewd, calculating political general, Sen. Kennedy 
realized early—as did all of the presidential contenders— 
the importance of the Negro vote in the fall election. As 
a result, he campaigned for a strong civil rights platform. 
Likewise, when the GOP platform committee balked on a 
meaningful civil rights plank, Vice President Richard 
Nixon flew to Chicago to personally lead the liberal fight. 

With both parties drafting the strongest civil rights 
planks in history (after bitter convention fights) and pro- 
jecting their Negro politicians into the spotlight, political 
experts agree on one point: the U. S. Negro voter this fall 
could select the next U. S. President. 

Substantiation of this fact is simple: In six major 
states, where the balloting will be close, Negroes cast 
almost 1 million votes; control large areas. These states 
(New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, California, Michigan, 
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Aware of Negro vote, Kennedy meets delegation with advisor 
Frank Reeves (l.); Nizon huddles with Morrow, Dirksen 
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DECIDE THE 
and Illinois) boast 
181 electoral votes, 
enough—if gained in 
a single package—to 
bring victory within 
reach of either candi- 
date. 

With these six key 
areas representing 
more electoral votes 
than the 128 from 12 
Dixie states, the Ne- 
gro bloc now has be- 
come more important 
than the Solid South. 
A winning candidate 
must get over half, or 
269 electoral votes, to 
‘apture the presi- 
dency. 

By winning the six 
key states, a candi- 
date would need only 
to pick up 88 votes in 
the remaining 44 
states. And in some 13 
other states, includ- 
ing the border areas 
of Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Florida, 
the Negro vote is 
large enough to swing 
a close election.

Negro Vote Trends Will Be Watched 


ance-of-power Negro vote: In the past few elections, the 
once solid 78% Negro Democratic majority has dropped. 
According to a recent Gallup Poll, the overall Negro Re- 
publican vote increased from 21% to 38% in 1956. 

Predictions about the course of the trend depend upon 
the source. For instance, GOP minorities division chief 
Val Washington says his party should “easily pick up an 
additional 10% of the Negro vote.” Says Washington: “If 
we can get about 50%, we’re home free.” 

Meanwhile, Arthur Chapin, registration vice chairman 
of the Democratic Committee, is confident his party will 
hold its heavy Negro vote in cities such as Chicago, New 
York and Philadelphia, and pick up a 10% increase from 
new voters moving from rural southern areas. 

To keep a close watch on crucial Negro trends, both par- 
ties are utilizing veteran Negro campaigners and race re- 
lations advisors. With Atty. Frank Reeves, the first Negro 
Democratic national committeeman from Washington, as 
his personal advisor, Sen. John F. Kennedy also includes 
on his team Washington, D. C. lawyer Marjorie Lawson, 
and Milwaukee councilwoman Vel Phillips. 

In addition, Sen. Kennedy has the advantage of four 
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Congressmen—Reps. Powell in Harlem, William Dawson in 
Chicago, Charles Diggs in Detroit, and Robert N. C. Nix in 
Philadelphia. 

To offset this formidable line-up, Vice President Nixon 
has available campaigners such as White House aide E 
Frederic Morrow, who worked on the original Ike cam- 
paign train; minorities chief Val Washington, who has 
master-minded strategy for four major campaigns, and 
Julius J. Adams, who helped build a Harlem Republican 
organization. 

For the first time, the GOP boasts a crop of able candi- 
dates for Congress, such as Detroit union leader Robert 
Blackwell; Cleveland, Ohio, publisher William O. Walker 
and businessman Joseph Bailey in New York. 

With so much attention being given to the Negro com- 
munities, the party programs—featuring big names in the 
theatrical and sports world—naturally will increase en- 
thusiasm even to the barbershop level. Said one expert 
“It’s getting so that to be President a man’s got to promise 
us a cabinet spot.”

Nkrumah Praises Floyd; Invites Him To Visit Ghana 

Ghana President Kwame Nkrumah sent a letter to Floyd 
Patterson congratulating him on his fifth-round knockout 
win over Swedish heavyweight champion, Ingemar Jo- 
hansson, in June. Nkrumah also invited the re-crowned 
heavyweight king to visit Ghana at a time convenient to 
Patterson “so that we may have the opportunity to accord 
to you the honor you have so richly earned for yourself and 
men of Africa and of African descent.” Nkrumah also sent 
Patterson a gift of a kente cloth, the Ghanaian traditional 
robe, as an expression of the pleasure “we take in your 
achievement.” Meanwhile, Ohene, Djan, in charge of 
sports, disclosed that Nkrumah had proposed to award a 
gold plaque to the best “Negro sportsman of the year.” 
Rhodesia Ends Riots, Has Uneasy Peace 

The bloody African riots against the British in Southern 
Rhodesia appeared ended, temporarily at least, with more 
than 300 persons under arrest, scores injured, and 12 dead. 
The rampage of violence, arson and looting, which saw 
Army reserves called up, and an appeal to England for 
troops, was touched off when the British arrested three 
African nationalist leaders. It marked the first time in 
Southern Rhodesia that an African had been killed by a 
British policeman in 64 years. The African work stoppage 
also ceased. 

Dissident Congo Official To Arrive In U. S. 

Moise Pshombe, who declared Katanga province inde- 
pendent from the newly-formed Congo state, was slated to 
arrive in the U. S. to seek diplomatic recognition. 

West Indian Scholar Files Bias Suit In Canada 

In Ottawa, Canada’s capital city, 32-year-old West Indian 
Federal Government economist John E. Tertullian, who is 
working on his doctorate, started legal action against the 
owner of a high rental housing project which, he said, 
refused to rent him a home because he is a Negro. Ter- 
tullian said: “This discrimination might spread if some- 
thing isn’t done.”

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LUMUMBA WON’T BE COUNTED OUT 
accepted a U. S. government invitation to Washington, 
D. C., was welcomed with a fitting 19-gun salute and ad- 
dress by Secy. of State Christian Herter (who speaks no 
French). Lumumba gracefully returned the warm re- 
marks (he speaks no English).

Departing for Canada in his search for skilled 
men, materials and money, he gushed: “I keep an unfor- 
gettable memory of my trip to Washington.” 

None would have suspected by looking at the former 
postal clerk that his problems could be anything but per- 
sonal. Yet, as no other man, he was aware of the troubles 
in his homeland and that subversive forces might well be 
working against him in his absence. Another major prob- 
lem as big as any other had not been solved, nor did it 
seem likely that it soon would. The problem: Katanga 
Province, the mineral-rich region where 60 per cent of the 
nation’s wealth is concentrated and without which the na- 
tion cannot exist. Provincial Prime Minister Moise Tas- 
hombe had announced it had seceded from the Congo 
nation and was itself an independent nation. 
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AME’s Vote To Send More Missionaries To Africa 
With the retreat of the white missionaries from the new 
Republic of Congo, Bishop George W. Baber, president of 
the African Methodist Episcopal Church General Board 
pleaded for a stepped-up program of missionary activity at 
a board meeting in Chicago. Over 1,500 ministers and lay- 
men attended the three-day session as the 45-member Gen- 
eral Board met in executive session with 18 bishops to draft 
economic measures for increased funds in Africa. 
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Mississippi Cop Fired; Eloped With Negro Coed 
A Greenville, Miss., white cop, Sgt. B. G. Lester, was 
fired after he admitted that he married a Negro junior 
college coed, Sandra Ann Taylor, 19. Chief of Police W. C. 
Burnley said Lester was discharged for “conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer.”

Picketed Restaurant Ends Bias Against Negroes 

A Rockville, Md., restaurant where pickets protested 
against segregation for two weeks integrated its facilities 
at the urging of the City Council. The Hi-Boy restaurant 
changed its policy after the City Council was asked by the 
restaurant to mediate the race dispute and the aldermen 
unanimously passed a resolution calling for the opening 
of all Hi-Boy facilities on a non-segregated basis. 
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Lunch Counters Integrate; Some Resist 

Color barriers continued to drop at southern lunch 
counters, in most cities with little disturbance. But in 
Spartanburg S. C., demonstrators were attacked by whites 
at two variety stores resulting in the arrest of two whites 
and two Negroes. 
@ In Greensboro, N. C., downtown Woolworth and Kress 
stores integrated eating facilities. 
@ In Norfolk-Portsmouth, Va., at least five stores agreed 
to serve whites and Negroes on an equal basis.

N. Y. Cop Charged As Member Of BWI Ternesios Band 

A New York policeman, Noel J. Agard, &§ 
was accused of participating in robberies 
to finance a Jamaican black nationalist 
cult known as the Rastafari, who are ac- 
cused of trying to overthrow the island 
government by force of violence. Agard, 
29, was said to be “an undercover agent 
in charge of security” for the New York 
group known as the First Africa Corps © 
consisting of 50 “hand-picked” New York- Noel Agard 
ers. Police said their aim was first to “capture” Jamaica 
and then take over an unspecified colony in Africa. Ten 
American Negroes have been arrested in Jamaica in raids 
carried out against Rastafari camps. Specifically Agard 
and eight of his comrades were charged with a $6,000 rob- 
bery last March. 
U. S. Concerns Itself With Dead Man’s Civil Rights 

The government charged 14 former Raiford Prison 
guards in Jacksonville, Fla., with conspiring to inflict tor- 
ture and abuse upon Talmadge Sellers just prior to his 
death, and charged that the dead man’s civil rights were 
violated. Ty Cobb, a Raiford inmate at the time of Sellers’ 
death in 1958, testified he saw guards shackle Sellers, hose 
him down with water, tear gas the hapless prisoner, then 
watched a medical technician give him an injection 
against his will. 
Caught After Robbery To Raise Sister’s Bail 

A 30-year-old Mineola, N. Y., man, Ruben Black, who 
shot a lawyer in the head three times in a robbery attempt 
and abducted the lawyer’s wife, told arresting officers he 
was trying to raise $300 to bail out of jail a sister held on 
prostitution charges. Black told police “I didn’t mean to 
shoot anybody, but the man (Atty. Leonard Rothkrug) 
woke up while I was going through his room. Then his 
wife came along. I had to kidnap her . . .” Mrs. Rothkrug 
was later rescued by Connecticut State Police. 
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Arrest Man Who Hurls 40-Foot Insult At Woman 

A young Houston, Miss., man, Willie Joe Atkinson, was 
arrested and charged with making an “indecent proposal” 
after a 40-year-old white schoolteacher said the youth 
asked her for a “date” from a distance of 40 feet away, and 
suggested “a little romance.” 


Chicago Jurist Sees ‘Hope’ For 3-Time Slayer 

Chicago Judge Leslie E. Salter defended his sentencing 
of a man convicted in three separate slayings to only 20 
years with the explanation: “I think some hope should be 
given a man who pleads guilty and shows remorse. I think 
society is safe from him.” Judge Salter sentenced Thurkell 
E. Graham, 39, who was on parole from another killing at 
the time he strangled his common-law wife, Mrs. Doris 
Cotton, 32-year-old sister of prominent night club owner 
Herman Roberts. He will be eligible for parole again in 12 
years. 


Miss. Judge Urges Jury To Change Rape Verdict 

Declaring that “I knew the jury didn’t mean the verdict 
to read that way,” Circuit Judge Henry Lee Rodgers re- 
called a jury which found white, L. J. Loden Jr., 19, “guilty 
as charged” in the rape of a 16-year-old Negro girl, in 
Grenada, Miss. The guilty ruling, which automatically 
means the electric chair in Mississippi, was changed the 
following day when the jury recommended a life term. 
Loden, who is married, was charged with picking up the 
girl on the pretext of hiring her to babysit, then raping 
her in his car. 


Order Negroes Off La. Street Until Rapist Caught 

Because two white women have been raped, Kenner, La., 
Police Chief Fred Roth ordered all Negroes off the street 
at night until a Negro rapist is caught. Fifty armed men, 
with bloodhounds, began a search of the area and it gath- 
ered intensity after a housewife told police she saw a 
“nude Negro man” in the area. As tension mounted in the 
rural area, Chief Roth told townsmen: “We're doing every- 
thing possible to catch him.” The rape victims were a 50- 
year-old woman and a 17-year-old mother. 
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Freed Because She Was Held In Jail Naked 

A 27-year-old Cuban exotic dancer, Clarise Annjell, 
charged with disorderly conduct after police decided 
her performance was lewd, was freed 12 hours after 
her arrest when the judge learned she had spent the 
night nude in a St. Louis jail. The dancer, billed as 
“The Bar-B-Q With Fireworks,” was arrested in a 
raid on a club, and was dressed only in her brief 
costume which a jail matron striped off for evidence. 
The judge ruled that holding the woman naked in 














jail was “reprehensible and barbaric.” 





Charge Jilted Woman Slays Suitor’s Infant Son 

A 20-year-old Miami woman, Jeanette Williams, angry 
because her married boy friend “ditched” her to date his 
wife, went to his home, took the couple’s 18-month-old son 
away and caused him to suffocate by placing her hand 
over the crying infant’s mouth. The body of Harry E. 
Banks Jr., son of Rosalie and Harry Banks, was found 
behind an apartment house. Miss Williams was charged 
with first degree murder. 


Slays Girl Friend’s Mother, Chops Up Body 

In New York 28-year-old Frederick Hamilton, floor wax- 
ing businessman, was charged with bludgeoning and dis- 
membering the body of Mrs. Mary Clemons, 49, his girl 
friend’s mother. Hamilton told police that he struck Mrs. 
Clemons in a sudden rage effected by her “continual nag- 
ging” at him. The virtually nude torso with both legs 
neatly cut off just below the buttocks, was found stuffed in 
a plastic bag under a bed in her apartment. The legs were 
found in a cardboard box. Meantime, the woman’s daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Lillian Holder, 27, who shared the apartment 
with her mother, said Hamilton tied her onto her bed, 
where, she told police, he “teased” her to make her reveal 
any intimacies she might have had with other men, 
adding that he had tied her up numerous times before. She 
said she was tied up most of the night during which he is 
charged with killing her mother.
